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The History of Psychiatry Section is an interdisciplinary 
research group in the Department of Psychiatry of Cornell University 
Medical College and the New York Hospital. Its objective is to carry 
out, encourage, and advise scholarship in a broad range of historical 
topics that are relevant to the present day theory and practice of 
psychiatry. Its basic activities include the Richardson History of 
Psychiatry Research Seminars and administration of the Oskar 
Diethelm Library. 

The foundation of the Section was laid in 1936, when Dr. 
Oskar Diethelm, Chairman of the Department of Psychiatry and 
Director of the newly-opened Payne Whitney Psychiatric Clinic, began 
assembling books and journals important to the history of psychiatry, 
convinced as he was of their value to clinicians. Stimulated by this 
growing resource, Dr. Eric T. Carlson formally launched the History 
of Psychiatry Section in 1958, when he received a grant from the 
National Institute of Mental Health to pursue research into the history 
of American psychiatry. At the same time, Dr. Diethelm appointed 
him to a newly created half-time position as Director of the Section. 

Under the leadership of Dr. Carlson, the activities and 
collections of the Section steadily expanded to serve a wide range of 
interests, from the education of medical students and residents to the 
exchange of ideas among historically oriented scholars from many 
disciplines. The biweekly research seminar, which has become such a 
helpful proving ground for works in progress and an occasion for 
lively intellectual discussion, was instituted by Dr. Carlson in the early 
1960s. 

When Dr. Diethelm retired in 1962, the Section's rare books 
library was named in his honor. The Oskar Diethelm Library now 
contains over 40,000 printed items, constituting the most 
comprehensive collection of its kind in the United States. Initially, 
the emphasis was on collecting British and American works from the 
seventeenth, eighteenth, and nineteenth centuries, as well as 
Renaissance works in Latin. As the Library grew, however, it 
developed major collections dating from the fifteenth century in 
French, German, and Italian, as well as acquiring selected works in 
Arabic, Dutch, Hungarian, Portuguese, Russian, Spanish, and 
Swedish. 
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The Library now counts among its holdings nearly every 
edition of the monographs of such important figures as Emil Kraepelin, 
Sigmund Freud, Isaac Ray, and Benjamin Rush. There are a number 
of exceedingly rare volumes of which only a few complete copies are 
recorded. The Library holds significant collections of works in such 
areas as the history of hypnotism and psychoanalysis, the American 
mental hygiene movement, and the temperance movement, as well as 
religious and medical debates on witchcraft, suicide, and sexual 
behaviors. There are also many early and rare first-person accounts of 
psychiatric illness, alcoholism, and drug abuse. The Library is 
particularly strong in complete runs of several crucial and uncommon 
journals. An impressive collection of hospital and asylum reports from 
the nineteenth and early twentieth centuries has been amassed, 
amounting to more than 3,500 items. 

Dr. Diethelm recognized the value of knowledge contained in 
early dissertations written for the medical degree in pre-Enlightenment 
Europe. He traveled throughout Europe to identify them in foreign 
repositories and collect what he could for the Library, eventually 
collating his work into his Medical Dissertations of Psychiatric Interest 
before 1750 (Basel: Karger, 1971). The Library's collection of these 
theses now stands at nearly five hundred. 

In 1976, the manuscript division of the Library was officially 
established, indicating its growing importance as a repository for the 
unpublished papers of many Organizations and individuals vital to the 
history of psychiatry. The Library now houses fifty-nine manuscript 
collections. It is the official depository of such institutions as the 
Group for the Advancement of Psychiatry, the American 
Psychoanalytic Association, and the Cheiron Society. Its holdings of 
the papers of D.W. Winnicott and David Levy make it an important 
resource for the study of child psychiatry and psychoanalysis. 
Through the generosity of Dr. Bernard L. Diamond, primary sources 
have been added to the division relating to such cases vital to the 
history of forensic psychiatry as the M'Naughton trial and the Guiteau 
trial, as well as more recent cases such as those of Sirhan Sirhan and 
David Chapman. There are also notable holdings related to the Ameri- 
can mental hygiene movement and biological psychiatry, to give only 
a modest idea of the variety and significance of the collections. Single 
items of note held by the division include letters by Clifford Beers, 
Sigmund Freud, Morton Prince, William James, G. Stanley Hall, 
Johann Spurzheim, Andrew and George Combe, Herbert Spencer, 
August Forel, Francis Galton, S. Weir Mitchell, and Harry Stack 
Sullivan. Access to the Library's unrestricted manuscript collections 
is guaranteed to any scholar whose research need cannot be met by a 
published resource. 

From its earliest days, numerous scholars have worked in the 
Oskar Diethelm Library, publishing their discoveries as articles or 
books. From the Renaissance material that Dr. Diethelm pursued and 
the topics in early American psychiatry that Dr. Carlson explored, the 
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topics of inquiry multiplied. The list has grown to include biographies 
of psychiatrists, psychologists, and pioneers in mental hygiene, 
accounts of the development of child psychiatry and the changing 
attitude toward children; books on psychoanalysis and its reception in 
various parts of the world; histories of psychiatry during specific 
periods, of particular mental hospitals that epitomized the development 
of the field, and of particular sub-specialties such as the treatment of 
alcoholism or schizophrenia; studies in legal psychiatry; topics in 
British, German, and French psychiatry; histories and analyses of ideas 
and concepts in psychiatry, psychology, and psychoanalysis; works on 
the relationship between psychiatry and literature, and psychiatry and 
religion; and investigations of multiple personality and hypnosis. 

Dr. Carlson organized the Friends of the Oskar Diethelm 
Library in 1964, thus widening the Library's circle of interested and 
active supporters. Those who could not participate directly, but who 
recognized the value of the Library's programs, began to give 
generously to benefit the collections and support the scholars who use 
them. The Friends’ regular membership has grown steadily, while 
larger grants from far-seeing individuals and foundations have 
permitted the awarding of fellowships, the acquisition of special 
collections, and the consolidation of historical materials from the New 
York Hospital's Westchester division into the Library. 

In 1974, the Library received its first permanent endowment. 
The category of Corporate Friends was established in 1987, and a few 
organizations and corporations have responded with interest and 
generosity. 

In 1994, the History of Psychiatry Section responded to the 
prospective razing of the Payne Whitney Clinic by moving the Oskar 
Diethelm Library to temporary quarters at the New York Academy of 
Medicine, where its distinguished collections remain fully accessible to 
scholars. The Library will return to the campus of Cornell University 
Medical College and the New York Hospital at the end of the six-year 
Major Modernization Project, to reside in a state-of-the-art facility 
designed to preserve and utilize this unique resource. | 

Today, the Section is lead by Dr. George J. Makari who was. 
appointed Acting Director after Dr. Carlson’s death in 1992. He 
carries on the tradition established by his predecessors, fostering the 
Section’s growth even in a time of transition both: within the 
Department of Psychiatry and in the Medical Center as a whole. Apart 
from his administrative, funding-raising, and editorial activities, Dr. 
Makari continues his research in the history of psychiatry. The 
Section remains grateful for the energy and committment he brings to 
the directorship.

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The years I have had the privilege of marking here at the 
History of Psychiatry Section have been exciting ones; they have also 
been times of loss for the Section, for in the past two years we 
mourned the death of our two founding leaders, Eric T. Carlson and 
Oskar Diethelm, as well as the razing of our home, the elegant (must 
I now say original ?) Payne Whitney clinic. As I survey the 1994- 
1995 year, it is with relief and pleasure that I see no such travails, but 
instead growth, renewal, and a continued commitment to our scholarly 
mission. 

That mission was embodied by Ted Carlson and Oskar 
Diethelm. And so, this year we paid lasting tribute to each man. 
Oskar Diethelm was the early force behind the creation of our 
libraries, spending his summers in Europe gleefully tracking down 
treasure troves and then donating them to what was then known as the 
Oskar Diethelm Historical Library. As the Section grew, we came to 
have a significant secondary source and periodical collection, and an 
important archive, each with its own moniker. On November 2nd, 
1994, the Department of Psychiatry and the History of Psychiatry 
Section held a commemorative event at the New York Academy of 
Medicine, in which our collections were all formally renamed the 
Oskar Diethelm Library (see page 16 for more on this). We were 
honored to have Dr. Diethelm’s wife, Mrs. Monique Diethelm, and his 
daughter, Janet Diethelm Peck, attend this event. We trust Oskar 
would have been pleased. 

The ideal of commitment to scholarship and a selfless 
dedication to the furtherance of historical knowledge was - for many 
of us at the Section - embodied by Ted Carlson. His intellectual 
hunger, his curious and warm openness to new ideas, his polite 
disputations and his incessant teaching, all were exemplary. And so it 
seemed quite fitting to commemorate Ted’s long-standing contribution 
to the study of the history of psychiatry with the naming of a formal 
lectureship in his honor. In January of 1995, we kicked off the first 
annual Eric T. Carlson Memorial Grand Rounds in the History of 
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Awarded to a non-Section member who has contributed substantially to 
the increased understanding of the history of psychiatry, the Carlson 
lecture is presented both at Grand Rounds at Payne Whitney and the 
Westchester Division of Cornell University Medical College. The 
honored speaker also presents a seminar on historiographical matters 
to Section members. This past year we awarded this honor to the 
prolific Roy Porter, Professor in the Social History of Medicine at the 
Wellcome Institute for the History of Medicine in London. Porter is 
the author of numerous works such as the well received Mind Forg’d 
Manacles: Madness and Psychiatry in England from Restoration to 
Regency. He presented an exciting and vibrant talk entitled 
“Soundness of Mind: Historical Perspectives” which is excerpted on 
page 14. He also presented a fascinating seminar on John Haslam and 
Bedlam, arguing for the powerful manner social forces can alter 
perceptions of madness. To follow in Porter’s footsteps, we are 
pleased to announce that the second annual Carlson lecturer will be 
Nathan Hale, author of an impressive two volume history of 
psychoanalysis in America. His Grand Rounds, set to be given January 
1996, will be entitled “Do Freud and Psychoanalysis Have a Place in 
American Psychiatry?” 

In the naming of the library and lectureship, we acknowledge 
the outstanding legacy that the Section has. But that legacy requires 
more than acknowledgment; it requires care. Thanks to a generous 
grant by the Lilla Wallace - Reader’s Digest Foundation, we have 
begun the crucial, but labor intensive, job of computer cataloging our 
collection. The collection required this urgently. With the expertise 
of Shaw Kinsley, the catalog librarian, and Paul Bunten, the curator, 
this crucial task is now bringing us into the 21st century. As Paul will 
tell you in his Curator’s Report, the results have already been eye 
opening. Soon we will be able to scan the Diethelm holdings over the 
Internet, and what holdings they turn out to be! 

The Richardson Research Seminars had another stellar and 
stimulating year, as any perusal of the seminar schedule would attest. 
Our thanks go to Leonard Groopman, the Seminar Program Director, 
who again has done a marvelous job bringing an eclectic group of 
scholars forward. 

Another project that has gotten off the ground in the past year 
is our book series, entitled Cornell Studies in the History of Psychiatry. 
Co-edited by far-flung Section member Sander L. Gilman and myself, 
this series will be a home for the study of the history and culture of 
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culture of psychiatry and psychoanalysis. For more on the series and 
its first publication, Lynn Gamwell and Nancy Tomes’ Madness in 
America: Cultural and Medical Perceptions Before 1914, see page 18. 

Let me end my remarks by acknowledging some of the many 
wonderful people that make the Section such a vibrant community. 
The end of the year brought with it the departure of our trusty 
administrative assistant, Karen Maurer. Karen was an anchor during 
the turbulent moving of our library to the New York Academy of 
Medicine, and those of us who worked with her will miss her greatly. 
We are pleased to see her begin her doctoral studies in psychology at 
Fairleigh Dickinson University, and wish her the best. Luckily, we 
were able to fill Karen’s position with Yvonne Zaharakis. The newly 
graduated valedictorian of Hunter College, Yvonne _ studied 
philosophy and psychology, and now is taking courses to apply for 
medical school. We welcome her, and look forward to her 
contributions to the Section. 

My warm thanks go to Dr. Doris Nagel for her exquisite 
editorship of our Annual Report over the past 3 years. Doris brought 
attention to detail, great energy, a keen eye and wry humor to the 
Annual Report. Her profound engagement with the history of our 
field, as well as the history of our Section, made her perfectly suited 
to the task of rendering our shifting image for our many friends. Our 
new editor is Robert Goldstein, M.D.; whose love of Vladimir 
Nabokov’s graceful writings is a good omen indeed. 

Finally, I extend my gratitude to you, the Friends, who by 
your generous support allow us to continue building for the future and 
preserving the past.

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As of November 1, 1995, Shaw D. Kinsley was appointed a 
member of the History of Psychiatry Section, to serve as catalog 
librarian of the Oskar Diethelm Library. Mr. Kinsley's appointment, 
which is funded for two years by the Lilla Wallace-Reader's Digest 
Foundation, meant that we would be able to begin to create standard 
machine-readable catalog (MARC) records for our collections, and 
thereby satisfy the minimum standard for an American research 
library. Shaw is a graduate of the University of Colorado and holds a 
Master of Science degree in Library and Information Science from 
Pratt Institute. He has pursued continuing education in bibliography 
at Columbia University and The University of Virginia. 

The work began slowly, as Shaw evaluated the collection, 
negotiated a relationship with OCLC (our bibliographic utility), 
established an efficient work flow, and developed sustainable 
cataloging standards that would allow the task to proceed at a 
reasonable rate without compromising the value of the catalog records 
he created. The pace of the project has begun to increase, and we 
discover an item of exceptional bibliographic interest to us almost 
daily. 

The dream of every bibliographer is to unearth an extremely 
rare or unrecorded imprint in the course of his work, and we were 
favored with such a circumstance in our own project almost 
immediately. We had barely begun the fourth week of the project 
when we discovered a copy of the second American edition of Onania 
(Boston: Sold by S. Kneeland and T. Green, in Queen-Street, 1742), 
which turned out to be the only copy of that edition known to exist. 

Previous to our discovery, the only evidence for the existence 
of a second American edition of this famous polemic against 
masturbation--which is best known in its numerous English 
editions--was an entry in a dealer's catalog of 1926. It had been 
recorded by all of the standard bibliographers of American imprints 
and Medical Americana as a probable bibliographic "ghost"--an item 
whose theoretical existence could not be confirmed by a located copy. 
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Until the discovery of the Diethelm copy, it had long been presumed 
likely that the 1926 dealer's citation resulted from the transposition of 
the last two digits of the known and more common first American 
edition of 1724. An unbound and crudely stab-sewn pamphlet printed 
on paper of extremely poor quality, the 1742 edition was not 
surprisingly an ephemeral publication. 

The discovery of the Diethelm Onania has been reported to the 
English Short-Title Catalog project, which maintains a bibliographic 
database that strives to locate at least one copy of every pre-1801 
imprint published in an Anglophile country, or published in English 
anywhere in the world. We are proud to say that the Oskar Diethelm 
Library's cataloging project contributed in a unique way to the 
bibliography of Medical Americana within a mere month of its 
inception. 

This year, the Library also undertook the conservation of 
Several items of great value whose survival seemed threatened by 
deteriorated condition. Once again we were fortunate to have the 
services of Susan Martin, a book and paper conservator of exceptional 
ability and taste. Ms. Martin rescued our unique copy of Onania, 
which is once again legible and integral, and for the first time 
thoroughly protected by a preservation binding. Convinced as we 
were by last year's exhibition, "Madness in America," of the 
exceptional quality of our collection of ephemera, we enlisted Susan to 
conserve a marvelous 1903 diploma from the American Institute of 
Healing, certifying that a certain Minnie L. Gibbs had completed its 
prescribed course in magnetic healing. The oversized broadside was 
so brittle and cracked that its restoration and stabilization can only be 
termed miraculous. 

Once again, we cooperated this year with the editors of the 
Gryphon Editions "Classics of Psychiatry" series. We were pleased to 
permit the facsimile reproduction of the Library's copies of Sigmund 
Freud's Psychopathology of Everyday Life (New York: Macmillan, 
1914) and Baron Ernst von Feuchstersleben's The Principles of 
Medical Psychology (London: Sydenham, 1847). We were 
particularly delighted that Gryphon agreed to fund extensive 
conservation of our copy of Timothy Bright's Treatise of Melancholy 
(London: John Windet, 1586) in exchange for its use. This second 
edition of Bright's seminal work, in which numerous misprints and 
errors in pagination were corrected from the first edition published 
earlier in that same year, is an item whose poor condition would have 
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precluded its use by scholars. Now we will have both a sound original 
copy and a facsimile reprint for general use. 

The library's acquisition program benefited from a number of 
large bequests this year, including some five hundred volumes from the 
estate of Susanne Werblowsky, a long-time resident of Manhattan's 
Upper East Side. Ms. Werblowsky’s collection reflects a lifetime's 
study of the behavioral sciences, and includes a number of popular 
works we would have been unlikely to acquire from the collection of 
a clinician. Ms. Erika Matern-Stuart, a close friend of Ms. 
Werblowsky's, kindly added to the gift a beautiful copy of Magnus 
Hirschfeld's rare 5-volume Geschlechtskunde (Stuttgart: J. Puttman, 
1930) in fascicles--or unbound signatures--as issued.

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4] ERIC T. CARLSON MEMORIAL GRAND ROUNDS 





In the first annual Eric T. Carlson Memorial Grand Rounds, 
established in memory of the late director of the Section, the noted 
British historian Roy Porter assessed Dr. Carlson’s contribution to the 
history of psychiatry in the context of a wide ranging discussion of 
psychiatry from the sixteenth through the seventeenth century. “Dr. 
Carlson”, he said ,“was refreshingly undogmatic, concerned with 
discovering the past rather than grinding polemical axes. “In an age of 
anti-psychiatry and counter punching (Carlson’s writings) were not 
polemic in period dress but genuine probes into the past... Above all, 
they showed a truly historical grasp of the fact that psychiatry, as it 
emerged from the eighteenth century, wasn’t a single, progressive 
enterprise...It was, at least as much, a succession of philosophical 
questions posed about human nature and psychology, thought and 
action.” The discipline must wrestle with “theories of the 
psyche...issues of mind and matter, intention, will and action, free will 
and determinism, liberty and responsibility, individual and society, 
that had taxed philosophers and physicians, preachers and psychiatrists 
ever since Plato.” Dr. Carlson, Porter observed, was concerned with 
these moral, social and cultural issues in his thoughtful and thorough 
explorations of the past, issues that are still with us, albeit expressed in 
different terms. 

It is not possible here to follow Porter in his sweeping survey 
of the history of psychiatry. But one can say that he finds “traditional” 
institutional psychiatry often dogmatic and too exclusively somatic, and 
he is sympathetic to a more socio-cultural understanding of mental 
disorders. Freud and Foucault are, in his reading, along with writers 
like Virginia Woolf, more sensitive to the ambiguities and limitations 
of a mechanistic or conventional medical approach to such disorders 
than the psychiatric establishment. Like Dr. Carlson, Professor Porter 
is perhaps most intrigued by how the rise of a scientific psychiatry 
co-mingled with cultural forces to condition complex conceptions of 
both “soundness of mind” and insanity.

The re-dedication ceremony was followed by 
a festive reception honoring the work of Dr. Diethelm. Many Friends 
of the History of Psychiatry Section and colleagues and friends of Dr. 
Diethelm gathered on this occasion. Monique Diethelm traveled from 
Switzerland, and Janet Diethelm from Oregon, in order to receive the 
plaque that eventually will hang in the permanent quarters of the 
Library, and that bears this tribute:

SEMINAR PROGRAM DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


This year the bimonthly Richardson Research seminars 
brought to York Avenue a diverse group of scholars, at various stages 
of their careers, working in a wide range of fields relating to the 
history of psychiatry. Eighteen scholars from throughout the U.S. and 
parts of Europe presented papers on psychobiography, art history, 
literary studies, psychiatric historiography, the history of 
psychosomatics, and the history of psychiatric and psychoanalytic 
theory. 

In accord with the original intention of the Seminars as 
established by Dr. Ted Carlson, the majority of the presentations were 
works in progress, thereby making the Seminars themselves part of the 
ongoing process of scholarly research. As Program Director, I seek to 
maintain the atmosphere of critical amicability that has built the 
Seminar’s and the Section’s reputation for nurturing scholarship in the 
history of psychiatry, , 

I am pleased to be able to report that one year after losing the 
much - beloved seminar room and historical reference library of the old 
Payne Whitney Clinic building, the spirit of the Seminar has survived 
unbroken.
